land is rising* with a gradual slope 
all the wayfo rward for 800 yards. 
On this ground you cannot be seen 
from the front by tne Germans as 
they are now placed, but you are in 
full view of them at Mouquet Farm, 
and to the half right mere is a chance 
of them seeing you Coming to the 
top of the rise in front, and abput 200 
yards from the Hessian Trench you 
see the country beyond, and the Hun 
can see you from as far back as he 
can see. On going down the slope to 
get to the Hessian Trench you will 
be in full view of the enemy all the 
way even if you crawl, and there is 
no trench by which you can go. This 
is, I think a pretty good and accurate 
outline of the ground that this story 
covers in the next 10 hours. 

-''Well 'we got to where I thought 
was about the place to go over the 
top anj I took a lo'ok over to see if 
the location was right, it was, and 
getting on the parapet I told the fel¬ 
lows ’to follow me at about 20 paces 
distance. Starting out, at a fast 
walk, I came n a couple of dozen 
paces to the place whch I wanted 
to be to get down to the dead ground 
in record time. It was a small pit of 
some kind and you couild start to 
slide at the top and stop at the bot-* 
tom in a second- and be on dead 
ground. I went downt without fur¬ 
ther trouble and the fellows all fol¬ 
lowed, we then went toward the road 
and when w*e were within a couple 
of dozen paces >of it I noticed that the 
fellow who 1 had noticed there a while 
before was none other than McCauley 
who, hadbe en sent tout on a one man 
errand about an hour earlier. On 
getting to the road I shouted, “Hello 
Mas. What in Hell are you doing 


here? Thought you was sent up to 
overlook the line?” Fori answer he 
said, “See this?” and held Lis hands 
up, looking at the same time under¬ 
neath his armpits. 

What I saw there made me whistle 
for it was the unmistakable furrow of 
a bullet and it had (or I should say 
that tw*o of them bad) sifted in be¬ 
tween his arm and body at the arm- 
pits and he was not even scrotched. 
Right therel thou ght that the day of 
miracles had not as yet ceased and 
I said with great wonder in my voice 
“Juda§ Priest you’re lucky. He 
could not get you no matter how he 
tried. It’s a cinch that you will 
never be killed.” How I have since 
remembered those words, for he was 
killed before he got back from that 
trip. 

Naturally I asked him what for, 
where and why he had received the 
bullets so close to himself. And he 
told me that as he had topped the 
road side the machine gun had opened 
and that he thought the machine gun 
was just about from tw r o to three 
hundred yards in front of us and a 
long way behind our new front line. 
He said that he had an idea that it 
was close to a small bush that was 
the only one in the vicinity. 

Well we saw right away what we 
were up against, this was a machine 
gun of the enemies’ that had been 
concealed during the scrap and was 
now doing business by trying to cut 
our communications. Well in the 
face of this it looked to me as though 
it would be sheer suicide to go into 
the teeth of this knowing that it was 
there, so I decided to have a look 


round on my own. 

While we Were in this roadway old 
Fritz gave us a display of what he 
could do with a machine gun by dr 
ping bullets all along the centre of 
the roadway by dibect fire from Nuu- 
gent Farm. 

We then shot over a few whiss- 
bangs that came raother close and 
that we noticed burst right on the 
face of the clifl we had S'p recently 
slid down.

me and asked what was the mapr 
and I told them I had just met an fvd 
friend, they looked puzzled as vpll 
they might, and when I showed them 
the photo and told them of watching 
that fellow just a little over a' wipk 
ago, they smiled at me \ and went 
away. 

Well the afternoon had got to 
about 3.00 o’clock when I was picked 
to guide a machine gun ammunition 
party up the line. On asking my of¬ 
ficer to show me where he thought 
the boys 
showed me on the map 
trenches al ttle over 1000 yards ( in 
front and just over the Ancre Valltey 
slope. / The job in broad daylight did 
not to say the least appeal to Die 
though I was not the least bit put 
out at having to go up at.that tir^p. 

Before I started to go up the litfe, 
Huston came to me and stated that 
he was to go with me as well as 
the party of men who were to carry 
the ammunition. This was a niefer 
prospect as I did not then have to 
be entirely alone in the guiding oper- 
tions. ^' 

Without further ado we started to 
go to the Zollen Trench from which 
place we had to go to the new lij\e. 
This Zollen Trench had been only a 
few hours ago our front line, but was 
now just a support and then, as that, 
it was of very little value. 

On getting to the old front line, I 
started to go up it to the left to go 
over the top at a place that I knew 
was the quickest way into the hollow*. 
Maybe here would be a good place

By this time the sheling outside 
had somewhat subsided and I decided 
bo go outside and get some fresh air. 
It was sure an awful sight that met 
my eyes. The roadway had been hit 
in a couple of dozen of places and a 
big pile of stretchers that had been 
there for carrying out the wounded 
had been hit by a shell and smashed 
to pieces and the pieces scattered all 
over the place, I noticed that my 
equipment was still intact, and, in 
the place I had left it when we landed 
the night before. One of the old 
gun implacements was os fire and I 
went over and helped to put the fire 
out using a shovel and dirt to good 
effect! I noticed mat there were 
numerous prisoners around, some of 
them were in one of 1 the funk holes 
and one of the boys was extracting 
mementos from them with the aid of 
a bayonet as a lever. There was one 
of the prisoners that I took special 
notice of because he was like our 
own fellows and did not duck for 
every piece of shell that came withiu 
a mile of him. I noticed him turn to 
where a shrapnel was going to burst 
and face the explosion that took place 
50 yards from/ him without a tremor. 
This fellow interested mea great deal 
and as II had nothing better to do I 
took it upon myself to -watch him. 
He was an “unterofficer”, that, I knew 
by the cap and tunic he wore. I‘reas¬ 
oned that as there were not many 
back here at rear headquaters and as 
what few there were w r ere mostly 
busy it would be a pretty good ^>ne 
^or Fritz if he would think of taking 
nfi' thQ^iipe riority rks flfod

The Wheat Pool 


Criticism of the wheat pool seems to 
centre around the requirement that 
every farmer going into the pool shall 
bind himself for five years to sell 
through the organization all the wheat 
he grows, excepting only that used on 
the farme ro sold for seed. A good 
many regard this as being unduly re¬ 
strictive. As a matter of fact s^me 
undertaking of this sort on the grow- 
ers’ part is absolutely essential to the 
success of the scheme. Wheat nor 
any other commodity can be market-" 
ed co-operatively by producers unless 
they bind themselves to sell all their 
product through one organization. 
Sussessful co-operation in selling is 
based on sellers sticking together.

livery rake, self loader and hay fork 
for unloading. 

In 1834 the reaper was invented bat 
did not come into general use 1 for 20 
years after. Then came the sell-rake 
harvester and the self-binder. The 
modern self-hinder with /one man and 
three horses can cut and bind as much 
grain in one day as 15 men could do 
in 1840. Even greater efficiency is 
secure^ Tn very dry sections where the 
combined harvester is used, which 
cuts, threshes and sacks the grain in 
one operation. 

Beyond question the invention <cf 
the self-binder is the most important 
development in the farm machinery 
field. The use of this machine is 
largely responsible for the reduction 
of time required by one man to pro¬ 
duce, harvest and thresh a bushel of 
wheat, from appromferatcly 2 liours in 
1840 to 10 minutes at the present time 

More recent years have seen the de¬ 
velopment of manure and straw 
spreaders, force-feed corn shellers, 
potato planters, diggers and slorters, 
beet tools of various kinds and many 
other lines of implements intended for 
the efficient operation of the farm, the 
most important among wdiich are the 
internal combustion ^ngines and fin¬ 
ally the tractor. 

While it is impossible to determine 
the extent that modern implements 
have increased the production per 
acre, it is certain that only through 
their use that the large increase of 
population has been * supported and 
sufficient labor liberated to permit of 
the present manufacturing and com¬ 
mercial activities in our towns and 
cities, and yet provide sufficient food 
with yhieh to sustain the race. With 
the implements in use GO or 70 years 
ago, mo such condition of development 
as maintained to-day is thinkable. 

Notwithstanding the decreased po¬ 
pulation of the farms, production has 
not waned, but has kept pace with the 
increased demand, not only of our 
own population, but that of the other 
countries to which we export. 

It is quite difficult to determine the 
exact benefit derived from each of our 
modern implements, but it has been 
variously estimated that the increase 
in laUor efficiency resulting from 
their use, over the methods and tools 
of a century ago ,is from 500 to 2,500 
per cent. 

We have every reason to believe, 
from the history of the past, that the 
improvements in farm machinery will 
qontinue to keep pace with the needs 
of an ever-increasing population. 


tion or improvement to be enpqed 
out over a period of years in accord¬ 
ance with the financial resources and 
traffic develiopements. In laying out 
routes .it should be remembered that 
the shortest road is not necessarily 
the most economical, the most useful, 
or the most scen-ic. The municipal 
'council in dealing with a roads qJtrUqy 
should be g-overneq by the largest: 
possible measure of civic sense. Per¬ 
sonalities should be avoided, for many 
splendid' road programs have been 
brought to naught by private jea¬ 
lousies and petty politics. No matter 
what changes of personnel occur in the 
municipal council, continuity of j)ol- 
icy should be obtained. Steps should 
also be taken to keep the citizen body 
informed of the projects in hand, by 
giving the widest local publicity to the 
general lines of road -.poTi'fty, with_ il¬ 


lustrative maps anq plans and an ap¬ 
proximate indication of the order in 
Yhieh the contemplated improvements 
Are to be carried out. 

J In the preparation of the general 
road plans, and later in the location 
jo f routes for new constimction or im¬ 
provement, the services of a disinter¬ 
ested. expert should he obtained. Any 
•easonable fees will be money well 
kpent for not only will this proceed- 
Tire ensure a selection of roads based 
on community needs and the greatest 
[good to the greatest number—a desir¬ 
able result too often defeated by local 
rivalries and prejudices—but it will 
make unnecessary the later expendi¬ 
tures for doing over worK which could 
have been performed at much lower 
cost. 

Road builders should bear in mind 
jjiat they are building not o nly f or 
t%ie own generation but for the future 
CUmles should be rectified, dangerous 
rturns and curves eliminated as far as 
possible, culverts constructed, proper 
ditches dug oad maintained, and rock 
or hill cuttings made. Adequate 
drainage should be* provided, for no¬ 
thing undermines a road quicker than 
water and frost in combination. Such 
measures as these once carried out, 
twill mean a substantial decrease in 
the cost of construction when the 
life -limit of the road is reached 
[ Finally, let the municipal officers 
and representatives remember that 
itlie 'one thing about a road which can¬ 
not deteriorate is a good location. If 
p. wise choice is made, the road re- 
'plains a monument of perpetuity to its 
briginal builders. 


Road Construction 

If the maximum benefits of good 
roads are to be secured, the haphazard 
methods which have often marked 
much road construction in the past 
must be discarded for a definite ond 
systematic treatment of the problem. 
Under the enlightened policies now 
being adopted by the provincial go¬ 
vernments, comprehensive systems of 
maip roads, are being laid out, but 
these leave out many roads which are 
the sole, or partial concern of local au- 
thodrities, 

The first requisite for a municipal 
highway policy is a general plan of 
all the existing or,proposed roads, to¬ 
gether with a. program of construe-

Social Service 

Plan Campaign 

Steps are now being taken to meet 
the campaign of the Alberta Modera¬ 
tion league through a counter cam¬ 
paign to be put on by the Alberta So¬ 
cial 'Service council. Meetings will be 
held in different parts of the province 
for the purpose of stating the case 
to the people and explaining precisely 
what the situation is. 

The social* service officials declare 
that they have evidence }cf much ir¬ 
regularity in connection with the dis¬ 
tribution and signing of the petitions. 

“We have numerous cases,” they 
say, “where the persons circulating 
the moredation petitions ha.ve given 
nut that they were working for pro¬ 
hibition and that their purpose was 
to cut out bootlegging, thus gaining 
the support of temperance people. 
Not only has much |of the work been 
(lone under false pretences in some 
such way as this, but ill has been 
done in many other cases without any 
attempt at supervision or any effort 
to comply with the requirements of 
the law. The petitions are thus ir¬ 
regular, and the moderationists have 
not hesitated to take any step to se¬ 
cure signatures. Scores of people 
have signed without understanding 
what they sign ed and in some cases 
they have gone back and cancelled 
their signatures when they found out 
what it meant.
